Premier Darrell Dexter wasted no 
time in reminding the newly 
formed Conservative majority 
government about projects wait¬ 
ing for their approval. 

At the legislature yesterday, 
Dexter called Monday’s election 
results “remarkable.” 

“I think people are still digest¬ 
ing all of the story lines that 
emerged over the evening,” Dex¬ 
ter told reporters. 

But that was Monday. Now, 
Dexter said, the two levels of gov¬ 
ernment need to focus on work¬ 
ing together. 

“There are some very impor¬ 
tant things that we must now 
address,” he said. “Our province, 
and the country, needs to be able 
to supply the services and the eco¬ 
nomic infrastructure that the 
country needs. That’s where we 


must now all address ourselves.” 

The province has several proj¬ 
ects — the proposed convention 
centre, the hydroelectric deal 
with Newfoundland and 
Labrador, the dredging of Sydney 
Harbour — that were put on 
pause when the election was 
called. 

The NDP government hoped 
in vain that negotiations on those 
projects would wrap before the 
election. As it stands, the $159- 
million convention centre proj¬ 
ect is being re-costed by devel¬ 
oper Joe Ramia, after a second 
deadline for an agreement was 
missed last month. 

At city hall, Mayor Peter Kelly 
said he hopes Nova Scotia’s MPs 
— both in government and in 
opposition — will champion the 
city’s cause. 

“We expect them to carry our 
voices to the table for discussion 
and debate,” Kelly said.

Several recent murders, 
shootings and stabbings 
are prompting responses 
from HRM council and 
the justice department. 

During a Halifax re¬ 
gional council meeting 
yesterday, Coun. Darren 
Fisher proposed sending a 
letter to provincial Justice 
Minister Ross Landry. 

“I’m willing to bet 
every gunshot that’s been 
fired has been fired by 
someone known to police, 
or most, if not all, have 


been arrested or incarcer¬ 
ated before,” Fisher said. 

“I have huge faith in 
our police force but I 
think it’s time that as 
council we express con¬ 
cern of the public to the 
minister of justice to find 
out if there’s anything he 
can do to strengthen the 
justice system for Nova 
Scotia to keep these indi¬ 
viduals off the streets.” 

Council voted in his 
favour. 

Mayor Peter Kelly told 
reporters he’d like to see a 
commitment from the 
federal and provincial 
government to reduce vio¬ 


lent crime. 

“A strong federal initia¬ 
tive would find support 
here and across the coun¬ 
try ... An enhanced pres¬ 
ence from the province 
would be beneficial as 
well,” Kelly said.

Olugu Ukpai sits in his liv¬ 
ing room with a photo al¬ 
bum. Inside are pictures of 
his twin daughters, Good¬ 
ness and Mercy. 

But today, only six-year- 
old Mercy sits next to Uk¬ 
pai on the couch. Her 
sister Goodness died of 
malaria when she was on¬ 
ly 14 months old. 

“I declared war on 
malaria,” Ukpai proclaims. 

Ukpai, a survivor of 
malaria himself, was 
working toward a masters 
in international develop¬ 
ment studies at Dalhousie 
University when he re¬ 
ceived a call from his 
hometown of Amangwe, 
Nigeria, saying his daugh¬ 
ter had fallen ill. 

“I was totally devastat¬ 
ed,” he says with a heavy 
sigh from his north-end 
Halifax apartment. “I can’t 
remember a day where I 
cried like that.” 

So in 2006, Ukpai 
founded CHAMA, Chal¬ 
lenge AIDS and Malaria in 
Africa: a locally run chari¬ 
ty dedicated to eradicating 
the illnesses. 

“I realized that in order 
to fight malaria you must

first fight poverty,” says 
Ukpai, who turns 36 this 
week. 

With this in mind, Uk¬ 
pai has made three trips 
back to Nigeria, bringing 
with him malaria medica¬ 
tion, clothing, mosquito 
nets and means to provide 
smaller communities in 
Africa access to clean 
drinking water. 

Another problem Ukpai 
recognizes is the lack of 
sex education in villages 
such as his hometown and 
hopes organizations like 
his can help raise aware¬ 
ness. 

Ukpai plans to return to 
Africa as soon as CHAMA 
has the resources to do so. 
For the most part, he has 
financed trips to Nigeria 
out of his own pocket. 

“My dream, my aspira¬ 
tion in life, is for children 
in Africa to have the same 
kind of emergency health 
services we have here in 
Canada,” he says.

Deputy Premier Frank Cor¬ 
bett tabled legislation yes¬ 
terday that would absorb 
staff from the Voluntary 
Planning Board into the 
Treasury Board.

Corbett said the move 
was to bring the formerly 
citizen-led body more in 
line with government’s 
thinking.

Voluntary Planning, an 
11-member board in place 
since the Stanfield era, act¬ 
ed as a go-between for the 
government and the public.

The government expects 
absorbing the board into 
the Treasury Board will im¬ 
prove the progress, making 
public engagement more 
“systematic.”

But the news failed to in¬ 
spire gains on the Toronto 
stock market, which tum¬ 
bled almost 250 points as 
investors looked beyond 
the victory and focused on 
headwinds facing equity 
markets. 

Resource stocks led de¬ 
clines as a stronger U.S. dol¬ 
lar pressured oil and gold 
prices, which in turn 
pushed down the Canadian 
dollar. 

Traders were relieved to 
see a majority win in Mon¬ 
day’s election since it re¬ 
moves a degree of political 
uncertainty. But analysts 
said there were plenty of

other things for investors to 
worry about. 

“The Mideast is in tur¬ 
moil, the U.S. is in turmoil 
and probably will continue 
to be as it figures out it has 
a long-term economic prob¬ 
lem. And you have the Eu¬ 
ropean debt crisis,” said 
John O’Connell, chief exec¬ 
utive of Davis Rea Ltd. 

The election cleared the 
way for the federal budget 
to be passed. Observers ex¬ 
pect the Conservatives will 


retable the budget intro¬ 
duced by Jim Flaherty this 
spring. 

Among its provisions, 
small businesses would re¬ 
ceive a credit to offset a 
rise in employment-insur¬ 
ance premiums, and com¬ 
panies would be allowed to 
write off the cost of new 
equipment in just two 
years, faster than normally 
allowed. 

But corporate Canada 
could face higher bills. The 
government had planned to 
make changes in the way 
partnerships work that pre¬ 
viously allowed for the de¬ 
ferral of corporate tax. Also 
on the agenda were 
changes to the rules gov¬ 
erning the way dividends 
are paid.

Ford tops 
in sales 

Ford Canada has reported 
its best April since 2000, 
making it the country’s 
top-selling automaker last 
month. Canadian sales 
rose nine per cent to 
25,548 vehicles from 
23,441 in the same month 
last year. Ford saw car sales 
rise 33 per cent, while 
truck sales were up three 
per cent as higher gas 
prices drove some con¬ 
sumers to make more fuel- 
efficient choices. 

Meanwhile, sales at 
Honda Canada fell six per 
cent to 12,269 units, as the 
car maker dealt with parts 
shortages since the March 
11 earthquake. 

Hyundai Auto Canada 
Corp. said April sales have 
broken its all-time record 
for a single month, with 
14,267 units sold, a gain of 
14.2 per cent over last year. 

Volvo Canada also re¬ 
ported double-digit growth 
in April, with 705 vehicles 
sold, up 11.4 per cent from 
March, the Canadian press

NEW YORK. The best place 
in the world to be a 
mom is Norway, where 
maternal and child mor¬ 
tality rates are low, 
women’s life expectancy 
and years in school are 
high, and the average 
maternity leave is about 
one year, a new study 
measuring the well¬ 
being of mothers and ba¬ 
bies shows. 

Australia and Iceland 
join Norway at the top of 
Save The Children’s 12th 
annual Mothers Index, 
released yesterday. Cana¬ 
da ranks 20th, the Unit¬ 
ed States places 31st and 
Afghanistan is last. 

The international non¬ 
profit group’s ranking 
analyzes the maternal 
and child indicators and 
other published informa¬ 
tion of 164 countries. 

The survey considers 
Afghanistan the worst 
place to be a mother, 
with women having a 
life expectancy of 45 
years — the world’s low¬ 
est — and one of eveiy 
11 women dying in child¬ 
birth. One in eveiy five 
children in the country 
doesn’t live to age five. 

By contrast, a typical 
Norwegian woman lives 
to be 83 years old, and 
just one in 175 will lose a 
child before his or her 
fifth birthday.

Fanning the 
flames of 
transit rage 

Tempers can flare when your morn¬ 
ing commute turns into a delay- 
induced sit-in. 

But while many of us tear up our 
tickets, tweet our frustrations and 
glare at the teenager blaring his iPod 
who keeps kicking the seat, a group 
of Argentinean travellers went a few 
steps further when it decided to burn 
down its train.

Tasked with bringing Thor 
from the comic book pages 
to the big screen, director 
Kenneth Branagh couldn’t 
help but feel a bit daunted. 

The scale of the under¬ 
taking couldn’t help but 
make you feel that way, he 
says. “It was veiy, veiy chal¬ 
lenging, but that was a part 
of what was attractive,” 
says Branagh. 

Luckily, producer and 
Marvel honcho Kevin Feige 
was there to keep him on 
task: “On Day One, I asked 
Kevin, ‘What should I do 
first?”’ Branagh remem¬ 


bers. “And he said, ‘The one 
thing you need to do right 
now — and until it’s fin¬ 
ished — is cast Thor. That’s 
it. Just cast Thor.’” 

Not an easy task as it 
turns out, though as the 
stoiy for the film devel¬ 
oped, Branagh found him¬ 
self circling back to a young 
actor who had read early in 
the casting process: Chris 
Hemsworth. 

“You’re looking for really 
a lot tied up in one bundle,” 
Branagh says of the charac¬ 
ter, the Norse god of thun¬ 
der who is cast out of 
Asgard by his father, Odin. 

“At one point we said, 
‘We should go back and 
meet that veiy handsome 


Australian lad who came 
in.’ There was this required 
quality of an innate, charm¬ 
ing confidence that did not 
spill over into arrogance 
that meant he would stand 
up in a scene with Anthony 
Hopkins.” 

Of course that’s not all 
Hemsworth had going for 
him: “When he takes his 
shirt off there’s obviously a 
wow factor that cannot be 
denied,” Branagh says. 

Bulking up enough to 
earn those accolades wasn’t 
easy for 27-year-old 
Hemsworth — though it 
wasn’t the weight-lifting 
that gave him the most 
trouble. 

“The most uncomfort¬ 


able thing was the eating,” 
Hemsworth says. “I just 
don’t naturally sit at that 
weight, so I’d have to force- 
feed myself with ... 20 
chicken breasts and rice 
and steak. All veiy boring, 
sort of plain things. That 
was the most exhausting 
part of the whole film.” 

What was daunting for 
Hemsworth was working 
with the veteran Hopkins. 
The younger actor wasn’t 
prepared for Hopkins’ 
brand of humour. 

“I remember being on 
set our first day with Tony 
and going through the re¬ 
hearsal, and Tony saying, ‘Is 
that how you’re going to do 
it?’ and then going, ‘He’s 


kidding, right?”’ 

Hemsworth remembers. 
“That’s a big thing I learned 
from Tony — have a good 
time doing it. What 
should’ve been the most in¬ 
timidating experience 

walking in was the most en¬ 
joyable.” 

As it turns out, Thor was¬ 
n’t Hemsworth’s favourite 
choice when it comes to su¬ 
perheroes — not that he is¬ 
n’t thrilled to play him. 

“I would run around the 
house pretending to be (Su¬ 
perman). At some stage 
when I was a kid I also had 
a Robin costume ... A nice 
pair of green underwear 
and a yellow shirt and red 
cape.”

Nevis Peak soars out of the 
turquoise waters of the 
Caribbean Sea topped with 
a halo of white clouds.

O With the highest tides in the world, there are plenty 
of exciting activities and sights for tourists 



A lot has been written 
about Atlantic Canada’s Bay 
of Fundy since it was 
named one of the top 28 fi¬ 
nalists in the global 
New7Wonders of Nature 
campaign, but lesser 
known is the multitude of 
opportunities the bay of¬ 
fers to tourists. 

There’s sightseeing, hik¬ 
ing, fossil hunting, boating, 
whale watching, tidal bore 
rafting, fishing, camping 
and, of course, enjoying the 
variety of delicious seafood. 

The 270-kilometre-long 
Bay of Fundy is bordered by 
the provinces of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia 
and features the world’s 
highest tides. 

More than 100 billion 
tonnes of seawater flow in 
and out of the bay during 
each tide cycle, resulting in 
dramatic changes along the 


shoreline. 

In places like Hopewell 
Cape, N.B., you can go 
kayaking, and just six hours 
later be walking on the 
ocean floor. 

“If the tides are that 
high, they’re also that low, 
so they go out several kilo¬ 
metres in several locations 
around the bay,” said Terri 
McCulloch, executive direc¬ 
tor of Bay of Fundy 
Tourism. 

“There is an opportunity 
for people of all ages to ex¬ 
plore the ocean floor at low 
tide.” 

McCulloch recommends 
Alma Beach and numerous 
places along the Fundy Trail 
in New Brunswick, as well 
as the Parrsboro area in No¬ 
va Scotia as places to safely 
walk on the ocean floor 
when the tide is out. 

The Fundy Trail — which 


runs between St. Martin’s, 
N.B., and Fundy National 
Park — offers visitors lots of 
opportunities to experience 
the bay from scenic vistas, 
as well as excellent driving, 
biking and hiking routes. 

In St. Martin’s you can 
see the caves that have 
been carved into the cliffs 
by the tides. Here there are 
a number of quaint bed- 
and-breakfasts, and a num¬ 
ber of places that boast the 
best seafood chowder — a 
claim you’ll hear in many 
places around the bay. 

Speaking of food, there’s 
never a lack of fresh lob¬ 
ster, clams or mussels to 
feast on anywhere on the 
New Brunswick or Nova 
Scotia sides of the bay. 
Smoked salmon is another 
delicacy the bay is known 
for. 

If viewing marine life is 


more your fancy, there are 
many whale watching com¬ 
panies that offer tours in 
the outer areas of the bay 
— particularly between 
Grand Manan Island and St. 
Andrews, N.B. 

“We have 12 species of 
whales in the bay,” McCul¬ 
loch said. “The right whales 


are probably best known 
because they are an endan¬ 
gered species and we are 
the summer feeding habi¬ 
tat for those whales.” 

Porpoises and seals are 
also plentiful in the outer 
bay, and passengers taking 
the ferry ride to Grand 
Manan are almost guaran¬ 


teed to see a variety of sea 
life. 

“Seeing the whales is 
something that has meant 
a lot to us as a family,” said 
New Brunswick Premier 
David Alward. “It is veiy 
much a part of who we 
are.”

It’s shaping up to be an un¬ 
characteristically quiet day 
for the Saint Maiy’s Huskies 
at the CFL draft on Sunday. 

Unlike recent years, 
there isn’t much buzz 
around the possibility of a 
Huskie going early in the 
draft, though two players 
— linebaclcer/free safety Jeff 
Hecht and defensive line¬ 
man Chris Hodgson — 
could get the call later. 

“Not this year,” said 
Huskies head coach Steve 
Sumarah, of his program’s 
early-draft potential. “But it 
would be nice if we had 
those two guys drafted.” 

Hecht had two intercep¬ 
tions and 26 tackles in eight 
games this season and was 
an Atlantic University Sport 
all-star. 

“I see him as a late-round 
pick,” Sumarah said. 

Hodgson, a former Que¬ 
bec Major Junior Hockey 
League forward, is more of 
an unknown after not start¬ 
ing last season and playing 
just one year of organized 
football. But he’s a six-foot- 
three 230-pounder who 
posted sensational test re¬ 
sults at the CFL draft com¬ 
bine in Toronto in March. 

“From an athletic stand¬ 


point, I think someone will 
take a chance on him,” 
Sumarah said. 

Huskies tailback Craig 
Leger is another player with 
an outside chance of being 
selected.
